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(Cont from page 8) “At that moment, my daughter, who had remained a short distance behind me, called 
me. The 2 men must have heard my daughter’s voice because they immediately jumped on the conical 
tower & disappeared inside. 

“I had previously noted that one of the men had a lamp on the front part of his body which lit up at 
regular intervals. 

“Now, the side of the object on which the holes had been opened began to glitter. It’s colour seemed 
green but later turned to red. At the same time I began to hear a slight hum. While the brightness and hum 
increased, the conical tower began to slide down into the center of the object. The whole object then began 
to rise slowly from the ground and rotate like a top. 

“It seemed to me as if it were supported by the cylindrical plant which had gone down from the top of 
the object, through the centre, and had now appeared from its bottom on the ground.
